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The CUMULATIVE INDEX TO NURSING & ALLIED HEALTH 
LITERATURE (CINAHL) is a comprehensive and authoritative index 
to current periodical literature for nurses, allied health professionals, 
and others interested in health care issues. Approximately 300 
nursing, allied health, and health-related journals are regularly 
reviewed and indexed for inclusion in CINAHL's five bimonthly 
issues and cumulative bound volume. Indexing also includes 
pertinent articles from 2600 biomedical journals indexed in INDEX 
MEDICUS as well as relevant material from popular journals. 


CINAHL, the first index to periodical literature in nursing, began in 
1956 and is the only index to nursing periodicals for the years 
1960 to 1965. Currently, CINAHL indexes the majority of nursing 
periodicals published in English. Also indexed are publications of 
the National League for Nursing, the American Nurses’ Association, 
and since 1972, state nursing associations, as available. 


Keeping pace with the trend toward the multidisciplinary approach 
to health care, CINAHL in 1977 extended its coverage of allied 
health. It is currently indexing primary journals for the following 
allied health fields: cardiopulmonary technology, emergency 
services, health education, health science librarianship, medical and 
laboratory technology, the medical assistant, medical records, 
occupational therapy, physical therapy and rehabilitation, physician's 
assistant, radiologic technology, respiratory therapy, social service in 
health care, and surgical technology. 


As of 1984, CINAHL is available as an online database (DIALOG, 
File 218; BRS, NAHL Label; DATA-STAR, NAHL Label). Abstracts 
from approximately 40 nursing journals have been added online 
Starting in 1986.

Beginning a CINAHL Search . . . with the Preliminary 
Pages 


The preliminary pages of all issues include information important to the 
effective use of the Index. These contain the Criteria for Selection of 
Materials Indexed, this “How to Use the Index" guide, a list of journals 
regularly indexed, a cumulative list of pamphlets indexed for the current 
year, an ancillary list of journals from which articles are selectively 
indexed, and a list of abbreviations used in U.S. Government publica- 
tions. 


Included also are addresses of publishers submitting to CINAHL new 
nursing and allied health books. These books are listed inthe Appendix 
Section according to CINAHL Subject Headings. 


In addition, each Annual Cumulation contains: 


Journal addresses, guide to Regional Medical Libraries, the list 
of Subject Headings or “Yellow Pages”, including Cross 
References and Tree Structures.

Start every search with the current Subject Heading List, or “Yellow 
Pages” (includes Cross References and Tree Structures). Then work 
forward through the current bimonthly issues and/or back through 
earlier volumes.

CINAHL Editors and Indexers have the unique freedom to establish 
new subject headings responsive to rapidly changing concepts and 
trends.

As of 1981, the sequence of bibliographic data within each citation 
conforms to the standards for bibliographic references as established 
by the American National Standards Institute.

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Preface 








INTRODUCTION | The 1987 CINAHL SUBJECT HEADING LIST contains all the terms currently used to provide subject 
access in the Cumulative Index to Nursing & Allied Health Literature. 


The reconstruction of the Subject Heading List in 1983 was a continuation of plans that culminated in 
computerized access to CINAHL in 1984. The most fundamental change made was the addition of tree 
numbers to each heading; these numbers yield a hierarchical listing that is invaluable for both manual 
and computer searching. 


The Subject Heading List is updated on an annual basis. The changes are described in the Guide to 
Subject Heading Changes in this publication. 
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ALPHABETIC 
LIST 


The Alphabetic List contains all CINAHL subject headings and their cross references arranged in 
alphabetical order. Citations will be found in the subject section of CINAHL only under the headings that 
appear in large type. All other entries are cross references leading the user to authorized CINAHL 
headings. 


Cross references are of two types: 


1) See references refer from terms not used to valid CINAHL headings. In most cases, 
the term referred from is synonymous to the preferred term. The references appear 
in lower case and the preferred CINAHL term in upper case, e.g., 


Bonding, Parent-Infant see PARENT-INFANT BONDING 


The "x" symbol listed under a valid CINAHL heading indicates a backwards see 
reference, @.g., 


PARENT-INFANT BONDING

See also references indicate related CINAHL headings which generally do not

Each heading is followed by one or more alphanumeric codes (tree numbers) which direct the user to 
the place(s) in the Tree Structure List where the term is to be found. A dollar sign ($) preceding the tree 
number indicates either that the heading does not also appear in MeSH or that it appears in a different 
position within the MeSH tree structures. A plus sign (+) following the tree number indicates that there 
are additional terms indented under that heading in the tree structure. 


Two different types of notes may appear in the thesaurus record: 


1) The date identifies what year a term was added as a subject heading. 


2) Scope notes provide brief definitions of headings that may be unclear and/or explain 
the use of subheadings.

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TREE j The tree structures list all the CINAHL headings in a subject hierarchy. The trees are composed of 14 
STRUCTURES | broad categories (e.g., Category A = Anatomy) most of which are divided further into subcategories 
(e.g., Subcategory A7 = Anatomy-Cardiovascular System). The CINAHL terms in each subcategory are 
arranged hierarchically according to their alphanumeric codes (tree numbers) from the most general to 
the most specific. Each CINAHL term appears in at least one place in the trees and may appear in as 

many additional places as are logically appropriate. 


CINAHL indexers routinely use the most specific headings available to represent indexable concepts. 
For example, articies on nurse practitioners working with the elderly will be indexed only under the 
specific heading GERONTOLOGIC NURSE PRACTITIONERS. ‘They will not also “—- under the 
general term NURSE PRACTIIONERS. : 1° neglects to lo. ( 


CINAHL has made limited see also references between headings that appear in the same tree, 
consequently examination of the tree structures is the most accurate way to identify many specific 
headings of interest. Any CINAHL heading that has been assigned a tree number followed by a plus 
sign (+) should be looked up in the trees since there will be specific headings indented beneath it. 
CINAHL users may also consult the trees to find additional subject headings that express related 
concepts whether at the same level, or at higher or lower levels of specificity. 


In the tree structures, each term is followed by a number that indicates its position in the hierarchy. It may 
also be followed by one or more additional numbers in smaller type that indicate other tree locations for 
the same heading. These cross reference tree numbers are truncated to the third level. 


The trees also contain some terms that are designated (NON-CINAHL). These are included solely for 
the purpose of clarifying the logical structure of the tree. They are never used for indexing and do not 
appear in the subject section of CINAHL.

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SUBHEADINGS 


Topical Subheadings: There are 45 topical subheadings (or secondary headings) that can be 
linked to CINAHL main headings to increase the specificity of indexing. These subheadings help to 
group together articles on a particular aspect of a topic. Not all subheadings can be used with all main 
headings; for example, the subheading/prevention and control is meaningless linked to the main 
heading NURSING PROTOCOLS. The subcategories of main headings with which a particular 
subheading can be combined are identified in parentheses in the list that follows. 


ABNORMALITIES (83) - Used with organs for congenital defects. (A, not A10-A12 or A16) 
ADMINISTRATION - Used for administrative structure and management. (12, L, N2-N4) 


ADMINISTRATION AND DOSAGE - Used with drugs for dosage forms, routes of administration, 
frequency and duration of administration, quantity of medication, and the effects of these factors. (D) 


ADVERSE EFFECTS - Used with drugs, chemicals and manufactured products for undesirable 
reactions occurring in normal usage or accepted dosage. Also used for adverse effects or 
complications of diagnostic, therapeutic, anesthetic, surgical, or other procedures. (D, E, F4, G3, H, J) 


ANALYSIS - Used for the identification or quantitative determination of a substance or its constituents. 
Includes urinalysis, blood analysis, and cerebrospinal fluid analysis, chemistry or chemical composition 
of an organ or drug. (A, B, not B2, C4, D, G3, J) 


ANATOMY AND HISTOLOGY (was ANATOMY) (83) - Used with organs, regions, and tissues for normal 
descriptive anatomy and histology. (A, not A11-A12) 


ANTAGONISTS AND INHIBITORS (85) - Used with chemicals, drugs, and endogenous substances to 
indicate substances or agents which counteract their biological effects by any mechanism. (D) 


CHEMICALLY INDUCED (83) - Used with diseases, syndromes, abnormalities, or symptoms caused by 
chemical compunds. (C, F3) 


CLASSIFICATION (83) - Used for taxonomic or other systematic or hierarchial classification systems. 
(B-N) 


COMPLICATIONS (83) - Used with diseases to indicate conditions that co-exist or follow. (C, F3) 

DIAGNOSIS - Used for all aspects of diagnosis and assessment, including physical examination and 
prognosis. Excludes screening for which "prevention and control" is used. The subheading 
“radiography” is used for radiographic diagnosis. (C, F3) 

DIET THERAPY (83) - Used with disease headings for dietary nutritional management. (C, F3) 


DRUG EFFECTS (83) - Used with organs, regions, tissues, or organisms and physiological and 
psychological processes for the effects of drugs. (A, B, not B2, F1-F2, G4-G11) 


DRUG THERAPY - Used with disease headings for the treatment and prevention of disease by the 
administration of drugs or chemicals. Excludes immunotherapy and treatment with biologicals for 
which therapy is used. (C, F3) 


ECONOMICS (was FINANCE) (83) - Used for the economic aspects of any subject, including all aspects 
of financial management and fund raising. (C, E, F3-F4, G1-G3, I, J, L, N2-N4) 


EDUCATION - Used for education and training in various disciplines and various classes of persons. 
Prefer use with disciplines. (C, E, F,G1-G3, H-N) 


EDUCATION, CONTINUING - Used for continuing education in various disciplines and of various classes 
of persons. Prefer use with disciplines. (C, E, F,G1-G3, H-N) 


EDUCATION, GRADUATE - Used for graduate education in various disciplines and of various classes of 
persons. Prefer use with disciplines. (C, E, F, G1-G3, H-N) 
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EQUIPMENT AND SUPPLIES - Used with diagnostic or therapeutic procedures of specialties/disciplines 
for the development, utilization, or modification of apparatus, instruments, or equipment. (E, not E7, 
F2, F4, G1-G3, H, J, L) 


ETIOLOGY (83) - Used with diseases for causative agents; including microorganisms, environmental and 
social factors, personal habits, genetics, etc. (C, F3) 


EVALUATION - Used with non-disease headings (e.g. behavior mechanisms, physiological processes, 
programs, disciplines, classes of persons, facilities, and services) for evaluation and assessment. (E, 
Fi-F2, F4, G2-G12, |2, L-N) 


HISTORY - Used for the historical aspects of any subject. (C-F, G1-G3, H-N) 


INJURIES - Used with anatomic headings for wounds and injuries. (A, not A11, A12 or A16) 


LEGISLATION AND JURISPRUDENCE - Used for laws, statutes, ordinances, government regulations, 
legal controversy, and court decisions. (C-F, G1-G3, H-J, L-N) 


MANPOWER (83) - Used with disciplines and programs for the demand, supply, distribution, 
recruitment, and use of personnel. (F4, G1-G2, H-J, L, N2-N4) 


METHODS (was PROCEDURES AND TECHNIQUES) (83) - Used with technics, procedures, and 
programs for methods. (E, not E7, F4, G1-G3, H-J, L, N) 


NURSING (83) - Used with diseases for nursing care and technics in their management; includes the 
nursing role in diagnostic, therapeutic, and preventive procedures. (C, E, F3) 


ORGANIZATIONS (83) - Used with disciplines and classes of persons for associated organizations, 
societies, agencies, etc. (C, G2, 11-12, K-M, N2) 


PHARMACODYNAMICS (87) - Used with drugs and exogenously administered chemical substances for 
their actions on tissues and organisms; includes effects upon metabolism, acceleration or inhibition of 
biological processes, and the mechanisms of action. (D) 


PHYSIOLOGY - Used with organs, tissues and cells for their normal function. Also used with physical 
process. (A, G7-G11) 


PHYSIOPATHOLOGY - Used with organs, tissues, cell structures, and disease states for disordered 
function. (A, C, F3) 


POISONING (84) - Used with drugs, chemicals, and industrial materials for human or animal poisoning, 
acute or chronic, whether the poisoning is accidental, occupational, suicidal, by medication error, or by 
environmental exposure. (D, J) 


PREVENTION AND CONTROL (83) - Used with disease headings for increasing disease resistance, 
control of transmission agents, prevention and control of environmental hazards, and prevention and 
control of social factors leading to disease. Includes immunization and screening. (C, F1, F3, G3, !1) 


PSYCHOSOCIAL FACTORS (83) - Used with diseases, technics, and named groups for psychological, 
psychiatric, psychosomatic, social behavioral and emotional aspects. May be used with pregnancy. 
(C, E, not E7, F3, G, 11-I2, M, N1-N2) 

RADIOGRAPHY (83) - Used with organs, regions, and diseases for x-ray examinations. Includes 
radionuclide imaging, angiography and x-ray tomography. Use for radiographic diagnosis. For 
ultrasonic diagnosis and nuclear magnetic resonance use /diagnosis. (A, C) 

RADIOTHERAPY (83) - Used with disease headings for the therapeutic use of ionizing radiation. (C) 


REHABILITATION (83) - Used with disease headings and surgical procedures for restoration of function 
of the individual. (C, E4, F3) 
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STANDARDS (83) - Used with facilities, personnel, programs, and services for the development, testing, 
and application of standards of adequacy or acceptable performance. Used with chemicals or drugs 
for standards of identification, quality, and potency. Includes health or safety standards in industries 
or occupations. (D-E, F4, Gi-G3, H-J, L, N) 


SURGERY (83) - Used for operative procedures on organs, regions, or tissues, for the treatment of 
disease. (A, C, F3) 


THERAPEUTIC USE (84) - Used with drugs, biological preparations, and physical agents for their use in 
the prophylaxis and treatment of disease. (D, H) 


THERAPY (83) - Used with diseases for therapies other than drug therapy, diet therapy, radiotherapy, 
rehabilitation, or surgery for which subheadings exist. Also used for articles dealing with multiple 
therapies. (C, F3) 


TRANSMISSION (87) - Used with diseases for studies of the modes of transmission. May use 
DISEASEftransmission but prefer COMMUNICABLE DISEASES. (C) 


TRANSPLANTATION (83) - Used with organs, tissues, or cells for transplantation. (A) 


TRENDS (83) - Used for the manner in which a subject changes with time, whether past, present, or 
future. (C, E, F3-F4, G1-G3, I, L, N) 


UTILIZATION (83) - Used with equipment, programs, facilities, and services for discussions of how and 
how much they are used. (E, F4,G1-G3, H-J, L, N) 


TERTIARY HEADINGS 


A second group of subheadings exist that are called the tertiary headings. They are distinguished from 
the topical subheadings (or secondary headings) in two ways. First, they can either be linked directly to a 
CINAHL main heading OR they can be linked to the end of a main headingAopical subheading 


combination. For example: 
REHABILITATION NURSING/Great Britain or REHABILITATION NURSING/Education/ Great Britain. 
And secondly, they can be used in combination with any CINAHL main heading as appropriate. 


These tertiary headings fall into two basic subcategories — age groups and geographic headings. Age 
group exceptions /in pregnancy and /in utero function like other age group headings. 


AGE GROUPS 
IN ADOLESCENCE - Used for occurrence during adolescence, 13 to 18 years. 
IN ADULTHOOD - Used for occurrence during adulthood, 19-44 years. 
IN INFANCY AND CHILDHOOD - Used for occurrence during infancy and childhood, birth to 12 years. 
IN MIDDLE AGE - Used for occurrence during middle age, 45-64 years. 
IN OLD AGE - Used for occurrence during old age, 65 years+. 
IN PREGNANCY - Used for occurrence during pregnancy, from conception through puerperium. 
IN UTERO - Used for occurrence within the uterus. 
GEOGRAPHICS 


GEOGRAPHIC NAMES can be used both as subject headings and subheadings. A complete list of the 
geographics appears in the alphabetic and tree structures in the subject heading list. 
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DESCRIPTORS These parenthetical statements generally indicate the form of the article indexed (anecdote, editorial, 
research, etc.) or the presence of some sample form or data (exam questions, pictorial, statistics, etc.). In 
a citation, the descriptor appears in parentheses after the author's name. Generally, no more than two 
descriptors will be assigned to one article.

ADMINISTRATION, TOPICAL: Consider also OINTMENTS, LINIMENTS and POWDERS 


ADMINISTRATION, INHALATION: The administration of drugs by the respiratory route; insufflation into 
the respiratory tract goes here also 


ADVANCED NURSING PRACTICE: Nurses who fulfill roles beyond those that require basic education 
preparation are practicing at an advanced level. These include nurse practitioners, nurse midwives, 
nurse anesthetists, and clinical specialists. Nurses in advanced practice include in their range of 
activities physical assessment, health promotion, prevention of disease, and nursing and medical 
management of disease. They are usually prepared with a master's degree in nursing and may be in 
independent practice or employed by a physician, HMO, or hospital 


AMBULATORY CARE INFORMATION SYSTEMS: Use forclinical and administrative access 


ARTIFICIAL INTELLIGENCE: Thecapacity of a device to perform functions normally associated with 
human intelligence, such as reasoning, learning and self-improvement 


ATTITUDE TO COMPUTERS: The attitude and behavior associated with an individual using the 
computer 


BIOTECHNOLOGY: The application of engineering and technological principles to the life sciences 
BLOOD GAS MONITORING, TRANSCUTANEOUS: The noninvasive measurement or determination 


of the partial pressure (tension) of oxygen and/or carbon dioxide locally in the capillaries of a tissue by 
the application to the skin of a special set of electrodes 


BRONCHOPULMONARY DYSPLASIA: After therapy of RESPIRATORY DISTRESS SYNDROME so 
do not coordinate with it 


CHEST PAIN: Pressure, burning, or numbness in the chest. Usually non-cardiac; cardiac = probably 
ANGINA PECTORIS 


CHILD DAY CARE: Day care that provides for physical needs and often developmental or educational 
needs. Includes care from birth through adolescence. Kinds of day care include day care centers and 
school-based programs 

CHILD ABUSE, SEXUAL: Sexual maltreatment of the child or minor 

CHILD NUTRITION DISORDERS: Use for children aged 2-12 years 

CLINICAL LABORATORY INFORMATION SYSTEMS: Use for clinical and administrative access 


COMMUNITY ASSESSMENT: Analysis of acommunity to determine health needs, available 
resources, and intervention priorities 


COMPARABLE WORTH: The principle of salary determination in which equal pay is given for work of 
comparable value 


COMPUTER LITERACY: General learning, knowledge, and fluency with computer terms; also, 
becoming familiar with how computers operate and how they are programmed 


DIETARY FIBER: /therapeutic use (coordinate with Specific Disease/diet therapy) 


ELECTRONIC PUBLISHING: The issuing of literature or information (predominately textual) in 
electronic form 


EYE HEMORRHAGE: Includes retinal hemorrhage and vitreous hemorrhage 
EYELIDS: Ptosis = BLEPHAROPTOSIS 
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FACULTY PRACTICE: For nurses and allied health professionals involved in clinical practice in addition 
to their faculty role 


HOSPICE NURSING: Care by professional nurses 
HUMAN IMMUNODEFICIENCY VIRUS: Virus associated with AIDS. Formerly known as HTLV-III/LAV 


IMMUNOSUPPRESSION (PHYSIOLOGY): Acomplication of disease or therapy; as a therapeutic 
technique, see IMMUNOSUPPRESSION 


INFANT, HIGH RISK: The newborn, regardless of gestational age or birth weight, who has a greater 
than average chance of morbidity or mortality because of conditions or circumstances that are 
superimposed on the normal course of events associated with birth and the adjustment to 
extrauterine existence. Newborn to 2 years 


INFUSION PUMPS: Fluid propulsion systems driven mechanically, electrically, or osmotically that are 
used to inject over time (or infuse) agents; used routinely in hospitals to maintain a patent intravenous 
line, to administer antineoplastic agents and other drugs in thromboembolism, heart disease, 
diabetes mellitus, and other disorders; smaller versions of these pumps may be implanted 


INJECTIONS, EPIDURAL: The injection of drugs, most often analgesics, into the spinal canal without 
puncturing the dura mater 


INTERVERTEBRAL DISK CHEMOLYSIS: Thedissolving of the nucleus pulposus of a displaced 


intervertebral disk, usually by the direct injection of a proteolytic enzyme, especially chymopapain, 
into the diseased disk 


KERATOTOMY, RADIAL: A procedure to treat myopia by cutting radial slits into the corneato flattenit ~° 
and thereby change its refractive properties 


LABORATORY SERVICE: Use for department 


LASER SURGERY: The useofa laser to either vaporize surface lesions or to make bloodless cuts in 
tissue 


MALPRACTICE: Improper, injurious or faulty care rendered by a health professional 
MEDICAL RECORD INFORMATION SYSTEMS: Use forclinical and administrative access 
NEBULIZERS AND VAPORIZERS: Devices that cause a liquid or solid to be converted into an aerosol 


(spray) or a vapor; used in drug administration by inhalation, humidification or ambient air, and in 
certain analytical instruments 


NEUROLEPTIC MALIGNANT SYNDROME: Caused by tranquilizing agents so do not use /chemically 
induced 


OPERATING ROOM INFORMATION SYSTEMS: | Use for clinical and administrative access 


OPPORTUNISTIC INFECTIONS: An infection caused by an organism which becomes pathogenic 
under certain conditions, e.g., during imnmunosuppression; coordinate with specific infections 


ORGAN PROCUREMENT: The obtaining of organs for transplantation which includes methods of 
obtaining through programs, systems, or organizations 


PAIN MEASUREMENT: Scales, questionnaires, tests, and other methods used to assess pain 
severity and duration in patients to aid in diagnosis and therapy 


RADIOLOGY INFORMATION SYSTEMS: Use for clinical and administrative access 
RELIABILITY AND VALIDITY: Reliability expresses the consistency, dependability, and reproducibility 


of test scores or research results. Validity is the extent to which a test research tool measures what it 
was designed to measure 
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RIGHT TO DIE: The right of the patient or the patient's representative to make decisions with regard to 
dying 


STUDENT HEALTH EDUCATION: For college or university students 


TEST CONSTRUCTION: Planning, selection, writing, editing, and statistical analysis of items on 
educational tests, psychological measures, or research evaluation tools 


TEST TAKING: Strategies, attitudes, behaviors, or other factors associated with taking any type of 
educational or psychological test 


THERAPY, COMPUTER ASSISTED: Computer systems utilized as adjuncts in the treatment of 
disease
